 Thank you for your letter expressing a desire to obtain a nomination to one of the United States 
Service Academies. 
 

My policy is to nominate candidates for appointment to the Service Academies on the basis of 
open and impartial competition.  The first step in the competitive process is to evaluate candidates on the 
basis of academic achievement, extracurricular activities, community service and formal interviews with 
my Academy Selection Board. If successful, you will be one of ten candidates nominated by my office for 
each available appointment.  The final step in the process is completed when the academy selects the best 
qualified candidate for admission as my appointee.  
 

As I am sure you know, competition for academy appointments is very high.  In order to qualify, 
you must be a U.S. citizen, unmarried, between the ages of 17 and 22 and of good character.  Successful 
candidates are also generally mature, highly motivated and demonstrate good leadership potential. 
 
 Please note that the online pre-application process is a must for anyone interested in attending a 
service academy.  A congressional nomination is only part of the process for which the applicant is 
responsible.  A list of websites providing information on the application process is included for your use.  
The nomination process requires that you work with both my office and the academy admissions office. A 
prompt and complete response to meet data requirements for both will enhance your chances of success.
